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" Ye shall certainly be tried and 
tested in your possissfcns and in 
your personal selves; and ye shall 
certainly hear mnc'i that will grieve 
yau ; from those who received the 
Book before you, and from those 
who worship rminy gods. But if you 
perservere patiently, and guard agai- 
nst evil, — then that will be a dete- 
rmining factor in alt affairs " ( S, The 
Family of Imr'an, V, 186. ) " And we 
shall try yon untill we test those 
among you who strive their utmost 
and persevere in patience : And we 
shall try your reported ( mettle ). " 
(S. Mohamad, V. 31.); It intended to 
mobilize the spiritual powers of the 
believers to pa$s any distress or 
difficulty and to face it boldly. 

Islam, in fact, did not intend 
to frighten the people when it assu- 
red that they will suffer, not only in 
their wealth or plenty ; but also in 
themselves. The truthful expression 
and its actual existence was of a 
great term in their steady faith and 
their final success, which they scored 
because of patience, endurance and 
piety which is to follow God's inst- 
ruction. The Holy Qur'an says : " It it 
not righteousness that yo turn your 
faces towards East or west ; but it is 
righteousness, to believe in God and 
the Last Dav, and the Angeles, and 
the Book, and the messengers ; to 
spend of your substance, out of love 
far him, for your kin, for orphans, for 



the needy, for the wayfarer, for those 
who ask and the ransom of slaves ; 
to be steadfast in prayer; and pra- 
ctise regular charily ; to fulfil the 
contracts which ye have made; and 
to be firm and paiien-, in pain ( or 
suffering ) and adversity, and throu- 
ghout all periods < f panic. Such are 
the people el iru.h, the God fearing". 
(S. The cow, V. 17/). 

Mob Hi -.a Hon of the national 
power : 

The final question which comes 
up now is : flow to mobilize the 
national power towards the sociali- 
sm ? And how to oigamize that mo- 
bilization ?. [j it better to form lea- 
ding units in the different sectors of 
the sock' i y which will completely 
represent till the specific power, to 
turn the moaning of socialism into a 
belief ? or to let the individuals to 
elect their representatives who take 
care of their affairs 7. 

The President Gamal Abd El- 
Nasser's call to Hevohrion : who 
chose and guided it ? — Surely, it is 
a natural process found its way 
through a belief, then became an 
effective belief, and then turned to a 
motion. These three steps are inse- 
parable, they also foil >w each other. 
President Gamal Abd Ei Nasser and 
hii companions were effected by the 
( Continued . . . ) 
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the individuals as they divided 
education into a religious and a civil 
one. They also formed the parties 
which opposed each other, instead 
of to strive towards the realization 
of one aim which is the reviving of 
the Heydays of the islamic society 
that embraced the human socialism, 

C : In thoug ht ; 

By thought, we mean here die 
Way of thinking and its course. For 
the thought to be a directive source 
in mobilizing the oriental ion of the 
numerical national power and in 
turning the meaning of socialism into 
a belief; it srnuld confirm the islamic 
and the historical values and not to 
destroy or doubt people in them. 

Undoubtedly, the thinkers have 
the right to read the weastern and 
the eastern writings, but they should 
modify themselves with the specific 
national powers. This is because the 
repetition of some directions here 
and some there through cur new 
revolutionary society; will surely 
disturb and cause troubles and disu' 
nity among the individuals, as it 
will create a feelings of suspicion 
towards the sincerity of the Revolu- 
tion to its history and to the social 
values which (he sociely is doing its 
utmost to "defend them. 



D : In expression : 

By expression, I mean the 
declaration of one's idea — whether 
by saying or practical conducting 
through life — . And as the way of 
thinking should go with the main 
social values which represent some 
of the specifid national powers; the 
expression of one's ideas — whether 
by saying or conducing — should 
be modified with these values. Also, 
the means of information, such as 
the newspapers, broadcasting and 
television, and the means of Art, 
such as theatres and cinemas, and 
the means of publishing books and 
the means of preaching such as 
mosques; should not oppose each 
other or differ in their cbjectives. Fir 
perhaps a news or a report in a 
daily newspaper or in a weekly 
magazine causes doubt in the 
people's hearts — because it does 
not go with the main values of the 
society — especially those who have 
no knowledge but what related to 
the religion and aimed to God's 
favour. And also the methods of the 
expression should go with the steps 
of the society in its new era. So, it 
should not be exaggerated or abased 
whether in distress or abundance. 
When the holy Qur'cn said : " Be 
sure we shall test you with some- 
thing of fear and hunger, some loss 
in goods or lives or the ftuits 
your toil)." ( S. The cow. verse, 1 '•! ■' 
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Al-Azhar by the revolutionary govern- 
ment to enable Ihem to earn their 
living on one hand, and to understand 
Islam and to perform faithfully the 
islamic message on the ether. Hence, 
there will be no distinction between 
one and another in the society. No 
man will be called a religious or 
a secular one, but all people will have 
equal opportunilies. 

As a matter of. fact, the islamic 
society during its heydays did not 
know a religious man and a secular 
one, but it knew only Muslim in- 
dividuals. It did not know the religi- 
ous man who use his message as a 
mean to gain his living, but it knew 
the prufessional man who was a 
jurist or a guide to the people. The 
history tells us some examples : such 
as Abu Bakr who was a merchant 
till he was selected ruler of the 
muslim society, then the great friends 
of the Prophet "peace may be upon 
him" asked him to devote himself 
for the muslim affairs. Another ex- 
ample was Othman son of Affan who 
was also a merchant. But both of 
the two - Abu Bakr and Oihman - 
were jurists. The history tells us also 
about : Abi Hanifa Annoman who 
was selling silk at the markets, in- 
spite of his knowledge and fame as < 
o jurist, and about Abou Al-Hassan i 
Ahmad El-Kadouri who was a maker 
of pots although he was one of the ! 
greatest jurists. It tells us also about I 



Ahmad Ben Omer Al-Khas-af who 
wrote the book of "Al-Kharag" and 
many o'her great bo. ks in jurisprod- 
ence, al:hough he was earning his 
living from repairing shoes. 

By this now si stem, the revolut- 
'on removed the distinctions and 
realized equal opportunities for all 
the individuals of die natjon. ft also 
restored the strong picture of the 
learned muslims cf the past, to the 
learned men of our present time. 
Hence, our revolution has the right 
to declare its pride - because of what 
it realized for Islam and the arable 
nation - to the other arabic societies 
which embiiiced a certain islamic 
creed, and ilitir rulers defended it 
one gent-ration after tS:c other. This 
certain creed was of Ibn Taymia 
which aimed at restoring Muslims to 
their glorious past and putting them 
face to lace with the Qur'an, in 
order to have a clear understanding 
for the message < I Islam and to have 
the powerful unify of thought and 
oriental ion. Consequently, the hatch J 
sectarianism will be abolished, and 
the separation which causes weak- 
ness and interruption in the islamic 
society will be removed, But inspite 
of the existence of these principles, 
the forgone .societies conducted agai- 
nst them. This was because their 
purpose was oniy to separate the 
unity of the pe vple, to weaken them 
and to create differences among 
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if any observer looks into the 
islamic massage, studies its principles 
and objectives in such way, and uses 
it to atlract the people's attenti L n, 
undoubtedly, he will have a deeper 
influence in the field of producing 
more understanding towards the 
relation between the arable socialism 
and the islamic one. This understand- 
ing will be changed into a faith and 
utilization in the dtfilv life of the 
individuals of the society and this 
faith by turn, will be the protector 
of the new positi.n of the arable 
society. Also, there will be no need 
for the legislative law which is 
guarded and earned out by the 
executive auihori'y. Hence, the 
national power which is represen'ed 
by the individuals will have the task 
of protecting the new equi'ib'ium 
and duration of the new arabic 
society to be of productive socialism. 

But the message of Islam can 
not be understood or has its effect 
in reviving and turning the meaning 
of the socialism into a belief, except 
after giving guidance and orientation 
to those who are known as the 
bearers of die islamic message — 
The Azharites wMher they are 
students or professors — . And on 
the contrary, if '.hey have nit the 
right understanding and the ability to 
rou'ie the general at'ention for turn- 
ing the meaning of the socialism 
into belief; surely their danger will 



be nearer to that of those who badly 
use their authority. This is because, 
as the obsecurants invest the people's 

wealth and capabilities in their 
ma'erial production; the bearers of 
ihe islamic message who have no 
correct understanding affects the 
people's hearts and souls and leads 
them astray. 

Our prospect now is depending 
upon the university of Al-Azhar in 
its new organizaticn which can be 
considered one of the greatest 
revolutionary works and which will 
have a great influence on our society, 
and the other islamic and arabic 
societies. Also, we hope that the 
revolutionists will make their utmost 
to turn that organization into an 
actual existence, in order to perform 
its message as a growing university 
— though it is (lie oldest — especi- 
ally in guiding the arabic and the 
islamic nations. 

Verily, the reorganiztion of Al- 
Azhar University will prevent the 
islamic guidance to be a kind of 
professions. It will create new kinds 
of kdowledge which enables one to 
wotk and earns his living, instead of 
to use the islamic guidance as a mean 
of gaining money. The new faculties 
which are added to the old ones- The 
iheorbical faculties of arabic and 
Islamic studies - are a golden oppor- 
tunity given to the students of 
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Therefore, the islamic society is 
not only ihe one in which jusiice 
and equilibrium are realized, but it 
is also the; society which completely 
respects humani'y and {.fives it more 
than it takes, and hence, the islamic 
society will be the cne which fut fills 
equilibrium and kin liv ss at the same 
time. 

The islamic call did not strive 
for, correcting the social condition 
in ihe human society or lor exhorting 
people to follow tlie human innate 
qualities only, but it also called for 
keeping that, as Ihe saying of the 
Almighty God " God commands jus- 
tice and doing of good " [ S. The 
Bees, V. 90]. While the islamic call 
called people to do good, it called 
them to enjoin what is right and 
forbids what is wrong, especiallv 
when the society has an obliquity 
or remissness in carrying out the 
islamic teachings which consider only 
the human qualities, not wealth, not 
pride of honour nor dignity, glorious 
Qur'an says : " Ye are Ihe best of 
peoples, evolved for mankind, enjoi- 
ning what is light, forbidding what is 
wrong, and believing in God ". [ S. The 
family cf Imran, V. 110 ] . 

As a matter of fact, the mes- 
sage of Islam is not only embodied 
the principles which call for ihe 
social equilibrium unci i;s protection, 
and which call people to faith in 
God, but it embodied also the prin- 
ciples which call reople to make 



their utmsst for the benefit oi their 
society. Moreover, ii combined — be- 
side that -- the. main principles which 
prevent u rrtiplion from being spread 
among the individuals of the society 
on the hands of the alien people. 
They also prohibit the individuals of 
the islamic society to be loyal to 
any one who does not share with 
Muslims their faith and na'ional 
aims, and also prevent them to be 
loyal to any one except the natu- 
ral ruler who guides and leads it to 
realize its otqecdves and its basic 
principles. The Qur'an savs : " The 
believers, men and women, are pro- 
tector?, one of another : They enjoin 
what is jus 1 , and forbid what is evil", 
f S. The Repentance, V. 71 J " ye 
who believe 1 take not my enemies 
and yours as friends ( or protectors) ", 
[ S. The \v< men to be examined, V. 1 J. 
" Thou wilt not find any people who 
believe in G >d and the last Day, 
loving those who resist God and His 
prophet, even though they were 
their fathers or their sons, or their 
brothers, or their kindred ". [ S. The 
woman who pleads. V. 22, ]. 

Fiom these verse?, we come 
to the conclusion that people are 
forbidden to be loyal to the non — 
Muslims and not to get outer orders 
or guidance from a s'i anger or any 
ruler other than that leader who 
shares with them their aims and guid- 
es the society to realize its objectives. 
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In Islam, the honour or the per- 
sonal pride never adds to a person 
more virtues to distinguish him from 
any other one, but both of the two 
( the honour and the pride ) are an 
external factor gives no more con' 
sideration or value. It does not give 
any one more advancement ( in the 
life welfare ) than the other, nor it 
grants him more social qualities in 
the society in which he lives. When 
Islam averts the pride of honour or 
greatness of the ancestors to be a 
kind of preferance or valua'ion, it 
makes the way wider for the whole 
people and cleans it from the obs- 
tacles and hindrances whic? were 
founded by those who are people of 
honour in order to prevent others 
from occupying the good position 
which they deserve because of their 
personal effeciency, as it realizes what 
so called in Sociology " The equality 
of opportunities ". 

Indeed, equality of opportunities 
is not more than a prevention of 
non-personal factors-such as pride of 
honour, dignity or fortune— to be 
means of distinction for some and 
backwardness for the others. Hence, 
when Islam returns the mutual posi- 
tion of the wealth back again, and 
prevents people to use money for 
monopoly, bad investment or raising 
the honour and dignity; it surely 
mquility and comfort am- 
..., ••■■ <r-r . .:»>, every one will feel 



a safe future and will be directed to 

the true aim and objective of life, 
which is undoubtedly not the for- 
tune nor the pride of honour nor 
greamess of the ancestors; but it is 
indeed the production of the human 
beings in its different shapes; it is 
the mental production and the phy- 
sical one together. 

Moreover, Muslim — from the 
islamic point of view — is not one 
who has fortune, pride of honour or 
dignity ; but he is who works and 
produces by all his human powers 
and activities. Also, human society is 
the one of production and work 
which are the reciprocal aspect in 
the islamic society. Indeed, the human 
producion is notling but human ser- 
vices which benefit all the individuals 
of mankind, whether they took part 
in its performace or not. Because eve- 
ry one of the islamic society is a 
human producer, it is naturally that 
the work of every individual serves 
the benefits of common, and also 
the work of common serves the 
benefits of the individual. And this 
leads us to conclude that the isla- 
mic society is a socialist one. This 
is because the main principle of so- 
cialism is " one is for whole, ;>nd 
all are f ,r one ". The islamic socia- 
lism is a human one since it depends 
only upon the human production, not 
on wealth nor any other adventitious 
qualities which havr effect in the 
human valuation. 
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Those who unjustly eat up the 

property of orphans, eat up a fire 
into their own bodies : They will 
soon be enduring a blazing fire ! "' 
( S. The women, V. 10. ) 

The word " orphans " in this 
verse does not combine those who 
are under age only, but it contains 
also the feeble people who have no 
ability to resist the utilization or to 
restore their rights which were usur- 
ped by the agressors. 

Perhaps the main function of 
the fortune — in view of Islam f- 
is to liberate humanity, — individuals 
and communities — to liberate them 
from the material captivity and from 
the slavery of a man to his brother 
As a matter of fact, enslavement 
cm be represented by many ways 
such as hunger t ignorance, illness 
and fear. Also, the main function of 
fortune — In Islam — may be to 
enable the individuals of the society 
to enjoy their rights equally. The 
most important one of these rights 
is freedom and also honour. The 
glorious Qur'an says : " Verily, we 
have created man into toil and 
struggle. Thinketh he, that none hath 
power over Mm ? He may say 
{ boastfully ) wealth have I squande- 
red in abundance ! Thinketh he that 
none beholdeth him ? Have we not 
made for him a pair of eyes ? And 
a tongue, and a pair of lips ? And 



shown to him the two highways ? 
But he hath made no haste on the 
path that is sfeep. And what evil 
explain to thee the path that is 
steep? — (it is) freeing the bond- 
man; or the giving of food in a day 
of privation. To the orphan with 
claims of relationship, or to the 
indigent ( down ) in the dust. Then 
will he be of those w'io believe, and 
enjoin patience, (constancy, and self- 
restraint ), and enjoin deeds of kind- 
ness and compassion. Such are the 
companions of the Right hand. " ( S. 
The city, Vs. 4 — 18, ) 

As a result of what we menti- 
oned, — the main function of the 
fortune is to liberate the humanity 
from all the different ways of slave- 
ry — Islam aims at giving the man 
a complete mastery over money due 
to his characteristics, freedom and 
his honour. That is because the sub- 
jection of man to the fortune is 
against the law of God who created 
him to be the master of all the other 
creatures, such as the wealth which 
liys in the botom of the earth and 
the money which is its price. So, 
when the holy Qur'an .says "And He 
has subjected to you, as from Him, 
all thf t is in ihe heavens and on 
earth" [ S, Bowing the Knee. 13, j It 
intends to clear that man himself is 
a master and that all the other 
creatures are harnessed to him, 
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standard, Islam calls people to main- 
tain and project it against any unex- 
pected relapse. But if the society is 
compelled and f reed — by a bad 
authority, utilization, monopoly or 
the different trials — to come back 
to its former state, Islam ordains 
people to call again for the correc- 
tion of the society, 'hen to guard 
and protect it. Undoubtedly, Islam 
always tries to correct the bad con- 
di'inn of the society and to narrow 
the distinction among the people in 
order to enjoy themselves during 
their lifetime. 

We previously mentioned that 
the message of the prophet Mohamad 
" peace may be upon him " had come 
to purify the social condi'ion and 
to obligate the investment, whether 
it is performed by those who are 
the descendants of the great ance- 
stor?, or by those who are wealthy 
This seems very obvious in the 
islamic attitude towards fortune, 
pride of honour and greatness of the 
ancestors. For example : Islam does 
not consider fortune as a private 
property enjoyed by those who pos- 
sess it, while needy people have no 
share in it, but on the contrary it 
considers money a loan given to 
them and they temporarily possess 
it, also Islam considers those people 
as guardians who should carry out 
their guardianship completely and 



wiselv. Moreover, fortune in the isla- 
mic point of view belongs to God, 
as it is a comm n right for all peo- 
ple. This is because God's provision 
is to be shared by all His creatures. 
This islamic p lint of view concerning 
fortune is cleared in the different 
verses of the holy Qur'an which read 
" Believe in God and His prophet, 
and spend (in charity) out of the 
(substance) where of lie has made 
you Heirs ". [ S. T :e Iron, V. 7 ] . 

" Ye, give them something 
yourselves out of the means which 
God has given to you" [ S" The 
Light, V. 33 ] . 

" And those in whose wealth is 
a recognised right. For the ( needy ) 
who asks and him who is prevented 
( for some reason from asking ) ". 
[ S. The ways of Ascent, V. 24-25 J . 

Because wealth basically belongs 
to God, one who possesses it has no 
right to wi h holdit from others, or 
to badly use it, such as to enslave 
their souls ar to tie their future to 
his order by means of it. In this 
respect the holy Qur'an says " And 
do not eat up your property among 
yourselves for vanities, nor use it as 
bait for the judges with intent hat 
>e may eat up wrongfully at d kno- 
wingly a little of (other) people's 
property". [ S. The Cow, V. 188]. 
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meet hindrances and obstacles, such 
as hunger, fear and lack of proper- 
ties. In this respect the holy Qur'an 
lays "Be sure we shall test you 
with something of fear and hunger 
some loss in goods or lives or the 
fruits ( of your toii ), but give glad 
tidings to those who patiently per- 
severe,-" [ S. The cow, V. 155 ]. 

These hindrances sometimes be 
represented by the conspiracies or the 
plots which are prepared by those 
who have no belief 'in the new sys- 
tem and principles. These plots and 
conspiracies sometimes cause harm 
to the reformers. In this connection 
the glorious Qur'an says "Ye shall 
certainly be iried and tested in your 
possissions and in your personal 
selves; and ye shall certainly hear 
much that will grieve you, from 
those who worship many gods. But 
if you persevere patiently, and guard 
against evil, - then that will be a 
determining factor in all affairs." 
[ S. the family of Imran, V. 186. ] 

Though these difficulties may 
hinder the call's way, the last con- 
sequence will be the victory and the 
stability for the callers and the society 
which they are struggling to realize. 
The Qur'an says "This day have I 
perfected your religion for you, com- 
pleted my favour upon you and have 



chosen for you Islam as your relig- 
ion." [ 5. The Table, V. 4. ] 

Reviewing the history as a 
directive source for the struggle of 
our nation which aimed at realizing 
the methodical examples and stab- 
ility of the balance among all mem- 
bers of the human society, it is un- 
doubtedly possible to mobilize the 
national numerical power towards 
the belief in Arab socialism. This 
mobilization will be realized, if we 
understand the happenings of the 
history, which happened as a result 
of calling to these idologies, the 
hindrances which met the callers 
and the success which they scored 
at last as a result of their struggling, 

H. in Religion : 

As a matter of fact, Islam - by 
its message and through it -aims only 
at restoring the human and the good 
position to mankined. This because 
the human society had lost ist position 
pride and honour and also the differ- 
ences and distinctions among its 
individuals were very obvious, not 
only in the poverty and richness nor 
in ignorance or learning, but also in 
the human qualities which are differ- 
ently granted to the human beings. 

After turning the situation of 
the society to its correct human 
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From this Qur'anic verse, we 
come to the conclusion that Islam 
ordains Muslims - when their society 
comes down to a level lower than 
the required one - to from a group 
from amongst themselves to bear the 
responsibility oi reformation of the 
society. But without having a com- 
plete authority over the society, it 
is impossible to restore the society 
back to its glorious past. This is be- 
cause the authority is the only mean 
which enables one to enjoin what is 
right and forbids what is wrong. 

However, the holy Qur'an - in 
this verse or in any other verse did 
not point to the way of forming 
such group which will bear the res- 
ponsibility to restore the society back 
to its right position. No doubt that 
the Qur'an never aimes at forming 
such a group by means of election- 
when the society comes down to a 
level lower than the level of the 
islamic values - because people, as a 
whole, in such case will have no 
ability to be higher than the hap- 
penings, to see the outlines of the 
reformation of the society, or those 
who gather these lines into their 

minds, have a complete belief in 
them and make their utmost to carry 
them out. 

As a matter of fact, God chose 



this group of people, His selection 
does not mean that He sent down 
to them a new revelation to convey 
it to the people as the prophets; 
but it surely means that God granted 
them pure natures and faithful hearts 
by which they can be higher than 
the happenings and which enable 
them to call People to do good, en- 
join what is right and forbids what 
is wrong, as the Qur'an states in the 
previous verse. Verily; with their 
faithful hearts and pure natures; they 
will realize their aim and reach their 
goal which is the improvement of the- 
ir society and conducting according to 
the islamic values. This is the state- 
ment of the Qur'an at the end of the 
above mentioned verse which reads 
"They are the ones to attain felicity", 
the task of this group does not differ 
from that of the prophets and messe- 
ngers, whether towards the call itself 
or its stages or the circumstances of 
the struggle : Its failure and success. 
No doubt that the good result — in- 
spite of these circumstances — will 
be at last for those who are pious, 
and also they will be the winners 
inspite of the long time and the 
hindrances that they will meet. 

Hence, we do not expect to 
find a paved way to pass over or 
a bright light to lighten the way in 
front of us, but we mostly exp; 
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through its history — is the Islamic 
call, its begining and its extention 
all over the world. However, the 
arab history before the Islamic Call, 
was only the history of the arab 
tribes, history of war and completion 
for the sake of the mastery over the 
arab peninsula. But after Islam, the 
arab hiatory is the history of the 
Islamic values and ideologies, history 
of Arab struggle to plant these val- 
ues in their life and all mankind as 
well. 

If we have a true desire to 
restore our nation's glory to our new 
society which is the socialist one, 
we shall firstly centralize our desire 
on these values which are the arabic 
and the Islamic message, and also 
on the difficult and long periods of i 
struggle to make a room for these 
values in the human beings life. 

The Qur'an — it self — not 
only illustrates the values of the 
Islamic message, but it depicts the 
struggle for its sake also. The 
examples of the struggle in the holy 
Qur'an are not for the struggle which 
began and then ended, but for the 
sake of the struggle which will be 
repeated through the human genera- 
tion. This is because the values of 
the Islamic message are requested 
to be followed by all people and 
they also asked to perform them 
during their life, or [at least to be 



nearer to them. Sometimes, humanity 
may come to the standard of the 
realization of these values, and some- 
times it comes down and in this 
case, all the human society will be 
responsible to fight in the cause of 
the realization of these values again 
to inculcate them in the human 
being hearts. 

As a matter of fact, these values 
are steady ones and the human bei- 
ngs are responsible to raise themse- 
lves to its level, so it is only the 
society attitude — towards these 
values — which changes nearer to or 
away from them. The Qur'an says 
" Let there arise out of you a band 
of people inviting to all that is good, 
enjoining what is right and forbidding 
what is wrong : They are the ones to 
attain felicity ", ( S. The family of 
Imran, V. 104 ). 

This verse denotes to the duties 
of humanity, when the society beco- 
mes away from the Islamic values, 
or when disruption and corruption 
are existed. According to this verse, 
it is the duty of the society to have 
a group of people who have a com- 
plete conviction in these islamic 
values to restore —by enjoining what- 
i* right and forbidding what is wrong 
the glorious past of the Muslim society.. 
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The specific national power : 

As a result of the above men- 
tioned, all the individuals of the 
nation — except those who badly 
took the proceeds and the sources 
of the nation's wealth, who directed 
its political and intellectual affairs 
and who weakened the nation and 
helped the foriegn mastery against 
the national struggle, indeed those 
are the people who took more than 
they gave or took but did not give — 
except those, the rest of people are 
qualified to be Arab socialist*. But 
the question which we should face 
now is: How the individuals of the 
nation become Arab socialists — 
while they are forming the numeric 
cal power — in the actuality and 
manner ? How does the understanding 
of Arab socialism can be changed to 
a complete belief in it ? And how 
this belief can be utilized in the 
practical life to protect the nation 
n case of aggression or conspiracy 
ogainst it ? 

Having the suitability for acce- 
ptation of Arab Socialism is not 
quite enough for the individuals of 
the nation, as well as it is not suf* 
ficient for them to have a numerical 
power, but there should be — besi- 
des that — a complete conviction 
which urges one to do good during 
his life, to carry out the principles 
of Arab Socialism and to fight against 
those who are trying to aggress on it. 



Consequently, there should be 
another power which is unseen and 
immaterial one, beside the numerical 
power. This power is the one which 
drives, or rather, should drive the 
Socialism, as an understanding, to 
be a complete conviction, then to a 
behaviour according to that conviction. 

Hence, we may call this power, 
the specific national power. This is 
to face the numerical natinal one. 
And if we examined these specific 
national power which turn the unde- 
rstanding of Socialism to a complete 
belief in it, we shall find out that 
they are represented in following of 
the sources of powers : 

A. The history. 
<K The religion. 

C. The thought. 

D. The expression. 

Undoubtedly, these means and 
sources of power can be a perfect 
guide, if they are well understood 
and practised. The practical role of 
the leaders of Arab Socialism, is to 
declare the values of these sources 
of power and to materialize it in our 
new society. 

A. In the history : 

We mean here by history, the 
history of our arabic nation which — 
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The teaher will also be an arabic 
socialist, if he gives more favour in 
addition to his work. This Savour can 
be represented by giving help to 
the students who need such help» 
performing his duties thoroughly, or 
by sharing the task of giving free 
education to the people in a public 
schools. Not only the teaher, but 
ilso the teachers syndicate will be 
an arabic socialist, if it gets out of 
the circle of serving only its mem- 
bers in return for their subscribtions 
and strives to serve all people. It 
can, for example, build schools and 
produce free scholarships for the in- 
telligent students or to spread konw- 
ledge and culture to enlighten people 
and oblitirate illiteracy. 

The agricultural engineer can 
be also an arabic socialist, if he freely 
shares by his expertness in some 
technical fields for the benfit of the 
people, such as to show farmers how 
to cultivate lands, to visit their farms 
and houses periodically, and to give 
them more advices to indicate his 
active readiness for help and his 
human noble feelings towards them. 

Also, the agricultural syndicate 
can be an arabic socialist, if it 
widens its services to benefit, not 
its members only, but all people also, 
For example : To establish methodical 
houses for farmers In different villa- 
ges, to improve animal production 



and its exhibitions, or to" offer any 
other help to denote that it does 
not confine its services to its memb- 
ers, but it does its utmost for the 
benefits of all. 

The Governmental employer can 
be an arabic socialist, if he gives 
more favour or human services beside 
what he is compelled to do accord- 
ing to his job. For example : To 
accomplish the needs of the people 
as soon as he can, to save their 
time and to offer them other services 
which are not due to his official 
work, but for only humanity and 
kindness. 

Therefore, Arab Socialism com- 
bines two aspects : 

^-Justice and balance between 
taking and giving with regard to the 
individual relation, 

* An exceeding favou r beside 
that justice which reflects its influe- 
nce upon the society. 

Hence, the fact that the indivi- 
dual is working. for the benefit of all 
will be realized. This is because his 
services are not equal to his wage, 
but they are more than it. And also 
that all are working for the benefit 
of the individual. This is because 
they make their utmost to happy 
him irrespective of the value of their 
wages, and this of course is the- 
essence of Arab Socialism.

pisses his examination successfully 
in return for his parents, teachers 
and professors care ? Ii the wife an 
arabic socialist when she takes care 
of her family's affairs and carries 
out her duty as a mother in return 
for her husband carefulness ? Is the 
husband an arabic socialist when he 
accomplish his dutv towards the 
family in return for the services 
which family offers to him ? 

Surely, if the Arab Socialism is 
mere giving in return for taking, or 
a service opt to a recompense, every 
one will be, therefore, an arabic 
socialist. In my openion, Arab socia- 
lism is not only an act of moving 
inside the sycle of giving and taking 
or, in other words, that work should 
be equal to its recompense. But Arab 
socialism is that " One for all and 
all for one ". And here questions will 
rise : How one be for all ? How all 
be for one ? 

It is impossible for one to 
work for all, or all to work for the 
benefit of one as long as the work 
is only in the circle of giving and 
taking or at least the work is equal 
to the wage. Therefore, every one 
should offer an additional work beside 
the equality of taking to the giving 
or rights to the duties. This additio- 
nal work is a human service that 
can be explained as a manly effort 
whether it is a material or immate- 
rial one. For instance the worker 
wili be an arabic socialist if he — 



beside his daily work — offers an 

additional service, as to do his work 
thoroughly, to help the weak wor- 
kers, to guide and advise those who 
have no experience .... etc. 

The medical man will be an 
arabic socialist, if he gives an excee- 
ding favour beside the medical care 
for which he takes the fees. This 
exceeding favour can be represented 
by giving free medical advice to the 
patient who has no ability to pay 
fees. The medical man can also rep- 
resent his exceeding favour by givi- 
ng a precise description or an exact 
advice and also never to produce 
it, unless he siudies the patient con- 
dition thoroughly. Consequently, the 
patient will not be exposed to any 
harm or pain. This favour also can 
be materialized in the fields of offe- 
ring guidance to those who badly 
need it and in many other fields. 

Undoubtedly, the Doctors Syn- 
dicate can be an arab socialist, ii it 
gives an exceeding favour beside, the 
services which it offers to its mem- 
bers in return for what they pay. 
For instance : It can help in establi- 
shing new free hospitals for the nee- 
dy people, in giving free medical 
advices and also in teaching people, 
especially the uneducated and the 
peassant classes how to protect them- 
selves against diseases and in any ot- 
her free human and medical servf' 
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that the working class — the factory 
workers in particular — is the only- 
class which should have complete 
authority over society, and this of 
course will be the last ring of the 
historical events chain. 

The system of the society — in 
the communism point of view — 
had changed to its contrary in the 
past, and now it differs from what 
was in the past, and it will be also 
changed to its contrary in the future 
till the society becomes a worker 
one. For instance, Ihe royal society — 
in which the different kinds of pro- 
perties belonged to the king himself 
and the people were similar to 
slaves — was changed from the ro- 
yal system to feudal one in which the 
rulers — who were appointed by the 
king's will — owned the fields and 
rented them to the cultivators. Again 
that society was changed from the 
feudal system to the capitalistic one 
in which money was entirely invested 
in the factories as the feudalists pre- 
fer factories on land cultivation to 
get more interest. This capitalistic 
society was also changed to a 
worker one after long conflicts bet- 
ween the capitalists and the workers 
of the factories. Hence, communism 
considers that the workers of the 
factories are only the communists 
and the socialists. 

But is the Arab Socia sm, the 
samt communist one ? No, . . It is 



not, because Arab socialism protects 
the individual properties, which are 
forbidden in the worker or the com- 
munist societv. The personal proper- 
ties are existed and will remain 
because they form the private section, 
beside the public one in which some 
lands, factories and stores are belon- 
ging to State. 

Again, we will come back to 
ask about the meaning of the Arab 
Socialism and the fields in which it 
can be materialized. U it a kind of 
exchange or substitution ? Is it the 
performance of person's duties in 
return for having fully his rights ? 
Are the farmer in return for having 
fully his rights ? Are the farmer in 
the farm and the worker in the 
factory, arabic socialists when they 
perform certain works and take their 
wages 7 Is the employer in his office 
an arabic socialist because he per- 
forms the duty of his employment 
and in return for, he charges his 
salary ? Is the medical man - when 
he discribes medicine for the ill and 
takes fees for his work - an arabic 
socialist ? 

Are the teacher of the school 
and the professor of the university 
arabic socialists when they carry out 
their duties and get their salaries ? 
Is the student of the school or un- 
iversity an arabic socialist when he 
carefully attends his lesson* and 
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THE NATIONAL POWER 

HOW TO BE MOBILIZED TOWARDS 
THE ATTAINMENT OF ARAB SOCIALISM

This is a valuable philosophical research, in 
which the writer has demonstrated the national 
power and how they are to be mobilized towards 
realizing Arab Socialism. He also analyses its 
different specific fundamentals, especially from the 
aspect of history t religion, thought and expressions. 
The task of Al-Azhar in its new era is to inculcate 
the new revolutionary thought and understanaing in 
the people's minds^ 



To define suitably, the national 
power, it would be better before dis- 
cussing the meaning of Arab social- 
ism, to explain or declare what Ihe 
National power is ? Is it a certain 
number of individuals of different 
classes ? or is it a discriminative 
power conferred on certain individu- 
als who can possess it, while the 
rest of them have the ability to bear 
it and to carry out its principles. 

The Arab Socialism : 

In this respect I wish 1o ask 



the question " Is the one who works 
in a factory socialist, only because he 
is a worker ? " If so, the Socialism 
will be an inseparable quality for 
the worker, wheresoever he will bt. 
Or, does socialism bear another 
meaning and essential quality which 
stands for that worker or any other 
individual, if such meaning or quality 
is plnnted in him ? 

Indeed, Communism looks at, the 
worker as a Communist and a socia- 
list because he is a worker. This is 
because it rests upon certain inte- 
llectual fundamentals which" mean 
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best nation of mankind. So, it is our 
duty - in that condition - to carry out 
the instructions ot the holy Qur'an 
which was revealed to be as a con- 
stitution and system of life. Hence, 
the enmity among Muslims should 
be removed and replaced with love 
and peace. And consequently, our 
nation will restore its glory and 
honour, as well as it will had the 
ability to perform its duty towards 
the message of Islam till the tumult 
and oppression be removed and 
justice and faith in God be prevailed. 

In the occasion of the coming 
of the month of Ramadan, I gladly 
direct these words to all Muslims 
everywhere as I like to put in their 
consideration — as a conclusion — 
the saying of God ( exalted be He ) 
"0 ye who believe ! give your 
response to God and His prophet, 
when He calleth you to that which 
will give you life, and know that 
God comtth in between a man and 
his heart, and that it is He to whom 
ye shall ( all ) be gathered. And fear 



tumult or oppression, which affecteth 
not in particular ( only ) those of 
you who do wrong and know that 
God is strict in punishment. " ( S. 
The spoils of war, Vs. 24 — 25. ) 
" ye who believe ! Perserve in 
patience and constancy : vie in such 
perseverance, strengthen each other; 
and fear God; that ye may prosper." 
{ S. The Family of Imran, V. 200. ) 

In the end, I prey God to guide 
all of us to the straight path and to 
do good for the benefit of our nation 
and our religion. Als~s I hope them 
to receive Ramadan of the next year 
wilh faithful and united hearts. And 
now, let us hear and read the 
following verses of the Almighty God 
( exalted be He ) " In the name of 
God, most gracious, most merciful. 
By ( the taken of ) time ( through 
the ages ). Verily, man is in loss, 
except such as have faith, and do 
righteous deeds, and (join together) 
in the mutual teaching of truth, and 
of patience and constancy." ( S. Time 
through ages. ) 
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be like those who say, " we hear " 
but listen not. " ( S. The spoils of 
war, Vs, 20 — 21. ) u And hold fast 
all together by the Rope which God 
( stretches out for you ) and be not i 
divided omong yourselves. '* " Be not 
like those who are divided amongst 
themselves and fall into disputions 
after receiving clear signs : For them 
is a dreadful penalty, — On the Day 
when some faces will be ( lit up 
with ) white, and some faces will be 
black. " ( S, the family of Imran, Vs. 
103 ~ 105 — 10(5. ) 

" Let not the believers take for 
mends or helpers unbelievers rather 
than believers : If any do that, in 
nothing will there be help from God" 
( S. The family of Imran, V. 28, ) 

■ Your ( real ) friends are ( no 
less than ) God, His prophet and the 
( fellowship of ) believers, — those 
who establish regular prayers and 
regular charity, and they low down 
humbly ( in worship ). As to those 
who turn ( for friendship ) to God, 
His Prophet and the fellowship of 
believers, — It is the fellowship of 
God that must certainly triumph. " 
( S. The table, Vs. 58 — 59. ) 

Verily, if they completely un- 
derstood the meaning of these verses, 
they would know what they order 
them to do, they would come to the 
conclusion that they are the followers 



of the religion which enjoins love 
and co-operation and forbids hostility 
and conflicts. The religion which 
alwavs calls for unity and brother- 
hood. Undoubtedly, people who are 
like that, should stick themselves to 
the unity and not to cut the links of 
fraternity which join them to each 
other, as they prevent insult and 
hatred, because these are against the 
requested character of the believers 
whom God says about them "The 
believers, man and women, are pro- 
tectors, one of another; they enjoin* 
what is just, and forbid what is evil' 
(S. The Repentance, V. 71.) 

This means that unity in loyalty 
and devotion, should leap Muslims 
to b« united, to support and help 
each other in the righteous deeds 
and piety. 

Now, we are passing through 
the time in which Muslims are separ- 
ated and in which the factors of 
corruption are spr«ading among the 
individuals of the Muslim society. 
And as a result of that, imperialists 
occupied their lands and usurped 
their properties, and Muslim also 
failed to reach the goal which G<. 
had chosen for them. This goal is - 
lead mankind to the straight path. 
For this reason, God revealed to them 
his guidance and religion, as He 
supplied them the means of being 
good conductors in order to be th» 
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full well all that ye conceal and all 
that ye reveal. And any of you that 

does this has strayed from the straight 
path. IF they work to get the better 
of you, they would behave to you as 
enemies, and stretch forth their hands 
and their tongues against you for 
evil; and they desire that ye should 
reject the truth." [ The woman to be 
examined Vs. 1 — 2 ] . 

"0 ye who believe! Take not 
jnto your intimacy those out side 
your ranks : They will not fail to 
corrupt you. They only desire your 
ruin : Rank hatred has already ap- 
peared from their mouths : What 
their hearts conceal is far worse, [wk 
have made plain to you the «signs, 
if you have wisdom. Ah ! you are 
those who love them, but they love 
you not." (S. The family of Imran, 
V. 118.) 

Surely, Muslims forgot all these 
meanings. It bloods the faithful hearts 
to observe the hostility and separat- 
ion widely spread among the indivi- 
duals and the governments of the 
Muslim nations, to notice that the 
Islamic society had divieded into 
many sections and to see Muslim 
countries had beon subjected to the 
imperialists who usurped their wealth 
and induced one to fight against his 
brother. Here we should repeat the 
following verse, "Has not the time 
arrived for the belivers that their 



hearts in all humility should engage 
in the remembrance of God and of 

the truth which has been revealed 
( to them ), and that they should not 
become like those to whom was 
given revelation aforetime, but long 
age, passed over them and their 
hearts grew hard ? " ( S. The Iron, 
V. lb.) 

Has not the time arrived for 
tho muslim people to liberate them- 
selves from the deeepticn of the 
imperialists and their supporters who 
strive hard to create hostility among 
one and his brother, to extend the 
period of tneir occupation in the 
Muslim's land ? Has not the time 
arrived for them to be guided by 
the tenets of the month of Ramadan 
which is the month of devotion and 
Qur'an, and to take it a point for 
revolution against the imperialists 
and the dishonest citizens who put 
the obstacles and the hindrances in 
the way of their unity, dignity and 
honour ? Has nut the time arrived 
for them to repeat attentively read- 
ing of the following verses ; a And 
obey God and his Prophet; and fall 
into no disputes, lest ye lose heart 
and your power depart; and be 
patient and persevering : For God is 
with those who patiently persever. " 
( S. The spoils of war, V. 46 ) "O ye 
who believe ! obey God and His 
Prophet and turn not away from him 
when you hear ( him speak ). Nor 
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may notice from all iti principles 
and regulation : We can observe 
that in the fasting as we above 
mentioned, in the prayer which is a 
repeated devotion. For instance : All 
Muslims direct their faces towards 
one direction ( one keblah ), they 
perform their prayer behind one 
leader ( Imam ), their movements 
are the same, they read one Qur'an 
and they repeat the same praises 
through their bowing ( Sobhana Rab- 
bia Al-Azeem ) " praise be to great 
God '', and through their prostration 
( Sobhana Rabbia Al-Aala ) " glory 
be to God the Almighty ". 

Unity is the aim of Islam in 
Zakat also. Zakat is the tie which 
links all the individuals of the society 
to each other, spread among them, 
love, faithfulness and cooperation. 
Surely, alms giving removes the 
distinctions among the classes and 
replaces them with love and brother- 
hood. Hence, the rich roan ieels the 
pains of the poor one, and he may 
make his utmost to please him, and 
the poor man offers his assistance 
to the rich one when he afficted by 
a calamity. 

In pilgrimage, unity is very 
obvious, especially at the time of 
" Ihram " when all pilgrims put off 
th,ir ordinary clothes and put on 
clothes of a similar kind, material, 
parts, colour and the same making. 



At that time, one can not distinguish 
rich man from the poor one. This of 
course teaches Muslims the meanings 
of unity, instill in their hearts frater- 
nity, lidiness, love and co-operation. 
Hence, Muslims become one group 
against their enemies. 

But unfortunately, it is very 
painful for the faithful hearts to know 
that Muslims - during a period of the 
islamic history - forgot the facts of 
their religion. They were involved 
in the material fascinations of the 
world and forgot the constitution and 
the guidance of God, some of them 
become affectionate with God's en- 
emiesjand their detractors, as they 
accepied them as ^their supporters 
other "than God. The holy Qur'an 
says :[ u And incline^not to those who 
do wrong, ^or the fire will'seize you J 
and ve have! no protectors other than 
God, nor shall ye be helped." f S. 
Houd, V. 113.] "O ye who believe ! 
Take not my enemies and yours as 
friends ( or protectors ) offering them 
( your ) love, even though they have 
rejected the truth that has come to 
you, and have ( on the contrary ) 
driven out the prophet and yours- 
selves ( from your homes ), (Simply) 
because ye believe in God your 
Lord ! If you have come out to strive 
in my way, and to seek my good 
pleasure. (Take them not as friends), 
holding secret converse of love (and 
friendship) with them : For I Know 
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RAMADAN IS ONE Of TENETS 
OF THE ISLAMIC UNITY

Dear Muslim brothers and sons 
all over the world : Assalamu Alikum 
wa - Rahmatu Allah wa - Barakatoh 
( peace from God be upon you ). Now, 
the month of Ramadan has come 
" Ramadan is the ( month ) in which 
was sent down the Qur'an as a 
guide to mankind, also clear (signs) 
for guidance and judgement ( betw- 
een right and wrong ). " ( S. Ths 
cow, verse 185. ) 

It is the great month which God 
imposed upon every Muslim to fait 
it, to be as an Islamic tenent decla- 
res the unity of Muslims everywhere. 
An Islamic unity with infinite 
time, place, geographic borders, — 
natural or political — race, colour or 
language. In this respect the holy 
Qur'an says " mankind ! we crea- 
ted you from a single ( pair ) of a 
male and a female, and made you 
into nations and tribes, that ye may 
know each other ( not that ye may 
despise each other). Verily, the most 
honoured of you in the sight of God 



is ( he who is ) the most righteous 
of you. " ( S. The Rooms, V. 13. ) 

The Prophet Mohamad " peace 
may be upon him " said : There is 
no preference between the Arab and 
the non-Arab or the white and the 
black except by piety. This is beca- 
use all of you are the sons of Adam, 
and Adam was created of dust. " 

Surely, it is the unity which 
basically stands on the faith of Islam 
which followed and embraced by 
those who Fasting Ramadan is impo- 
sed upon them. The unity of Muslims 
plainly becomes evident during the 
month of Ramadan, especially in the 
times of eating and drinking which 
are from sunset till the dawn time. 
It seems also in prayer, fasting, alms 
giving, praising God, rehearsing 
Qur'an and also in awakening and 
sleeping. 

Verily, the month of Ramadan 
and of unity has come. And Islam 
aims at the Muslim's unity at we 
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their eyes from looking to the prohi* 

bitions, their tongues from saying 
bad words, the ears from hearing 
the hateful speaking and prevent 
their hands from causing harm to 
the others. They also do good and 
follow the traditional instructions of 
Ramadan : The drankard lets his 
wine, the gambler lets his gambling 
the wrongdoer lets evil and the 
criminal forgets his crime, then the 
fasters will invite the poor people to 
eat with them and to give them a 
share in their money and possissions. 
Hence, all Muslims will feel that 
their hearts are in one place inspite 
of the lonrr distance which separates 
one from the olher. This is because 
they have the same feelings and the 
same spirit. 

This divine spirit takes its place 
inside the hearts of the fasting people 
as a faith and a heritage. If one 
believes in patriotism as he believes 
in his faith, and find a reformation 
in the example as the same in the 
traditional love of reformation, the- 
refore Muslims will be socialist citi- 
zens. Every one will make his utmost 
for the benefits of the common as 
if they were his own benefits, as he 



will prefare a better life for his 
citizens as he likes it for himielf. He 
also will be faithful to his country 
as the same of the english to his 
empire. 

At that time, the egyptian will 
be similar to the english who can 
live in a long distance away from 
his homeland in order to serve his 
nation. While he is working for his 
own benefit, he always puts his 
republic in front of his sight : Repre- 
sents it at the best of his ability, 
offers it his best service and gains 
people's respect for it because of his 
good deeds, his faithful heart and 
his good conduct. Hence, you will 
not hear that the arabic or the egy- 
ptian man is living in the foreign 
contry in a complete loneliness, but 
in a permanent contact with his 
homeland and its people. He will 
not be a bad propagandist for his 
nation, as ha will not speak badly 
about his brothers. This is because 
the socialist spirit receives its light 
from the spirit of God, and this lea- 
ds man to change his individuality 
jnto a nationality, his selfishness into 
a philanthropic liking. 
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beings — which is the best kind of 
the living creatures — is making his 
utmost, firstly, to benefit himself, 
then to please his wife and sons 1 
On the other hand, we find that the 
relation between man and the others 
looks like the relation between the 
hunter and his prey or the murder 
and his victim. This means that man 
strives hard to interest himself and 
his family, whether it is a legal 
action or a prohibited one. He wants 
his body to be healthy and his 
house to be full of nice properties, 
but he will be careless about any 
loss or distruction which may hap- 
pen to the other people. 

Surely, God does not grant man 
this kind of the materialistic sociali- 
sm, but He makes it a part of His 
constitution and a section of the 
book which He revealed. So, one 
who tries to reform the corruption 
of the society, should spread these 
spiritual aspects everywhere to ligh- 
ten the way in front cf the people, 
otherwise his reformation will be 
useless. 

According to the nature and 
the message of the Islamic religion, 
God promulgated it a socialist one. 
Indeed, God had revealed it due to 
his knowing and Distiny to guide 
people to the straight Path during 



their lifetime in the world. God is 
the owner of all money and proper- 
ties, people are His bondmen and 
they will return back to Him after 
death. Because of the spiritual cont- 
act between creator and His crealu- 
res, the great Islamic family should 
be together in a unit. In this unit, 
people are equal, and the appointm- 
ent of their government should be 
according to their will, the brother- 
hood is iheir faith and the money 
and properties are belonging to all 
of them. 

If you think over the pillars of 
Islam and the regulations of its 
constitution, vou wilt find out that 
socialism which unities the hearts of 
the people, imposes on the rich man 
to help the poor one, as it makes 
all the Muslim society as one body 
which feels pain because of the 
diseased part. Here, I shall mention 
one example from one thousand, and 
it will be about the Fast of Ramadan. 
Is not the month of Ramadan which 
represents the spiritual unity among 
all Muslims everywhere ? Surely, it 
is, Muslims perform fasting during 
one time, break their fast at another 
one and perhaps they eat one food. 
They do not repose their tangible 
delights or desires, because they 
devoted themselves for the worship 
of God. Hence, they prevent themse- 
lves from doing ill deeds, prevent

It is quite impossible for the 
materialistic Socialism — which we 
call people to carry it out — to lead 
its way, without a strong foundation 
which is the spiritual Socialism. 
This is because the spirit is God's 
secret which he created inside the 
heart of every human being, every 
system and every society. This secret 
is near to bring to life the dead as 
it unifies those who are separated 
from each other, As a matter of fact, 
we call this secret " love, attraction 
or unity ". It urges people to worship 
one God, to like their country, to 
respect one motto and to obey one 
leader. But if this secret left the 
hearts and went out of minds, there 
would be no brotherhood or help 
between one and the other, and no 
cooperation among the individuals of 
the society. Hence, the socialist laws 
and the cooperative systems would 
be in vain. 

Verily, without the divine spirit, 
the human society will become looks 
like the animal one. For instance : one 
who takes care of his son is urged 



by his instinct which obliges him to 
keep his kind. But when this son 
comes to the age of youth, he will 
become as an enemy for his father, 
many conflicts and fights will happen 
between the two and the emotion 
of motherhood or fatherhood will 
become a tyrannical individuality. 

J In fact, the instinct of keeping 
the race is sometimes promoted amo- 
ng the animals such as the Bees and 
the ants till it becomes an ideal so- 
cialism which the human society 
makes its utmost to carry it out. This 
ideal socialism among the individuals 
of these two kinds of animals, means 
that " The whole are for one and 
the one is for all ".
